The last big Polish city held by 
the enem y fell to artillery, tank 
and in fan try team s which blasted 
their w ay through six huge three- 
story su b terran ean fortresses and 
scores of lesser ones, finally reach ­ 
ing the cornered Nazis’ last refuge, 
the Citadel, an old fortress on the 
west bank of the W arta river.

Shortages Of Pulpwood 
Arc Expected Before 
End Of Year 


Recent tren d s indicate tne re la ­ 
tive stability 
that 
characterized 
pulp and p ap er production during 
most of 1944 may be short-lived 
and that serious economic d istu rb ­ 
ances m ay be in store for the p a ­ 
per industry and its custom ers in 
1945, E. W. T inker, executive sec­ 
retary of the A m erican P aper and 
Pulp association announced 
re­ 
cently. Unless steps can be taken 
to correct the factors 
that 
are I 
threatening production, it is prob- j 
able that th e delicate supply and j 
dem and balance th a t 
has 
been 
m aintained, largely by governm ent 
control m easures, will be serious- j 
Iv upset. T he alternates are clear, j 
Either 
th e 
production obstacles I 
m ust be overcom e or else new and j 
m ore drastic paper 
consum ption ! 
controls m ust be expected. 
He pointed out th at the current 
outlook is som ew hat analogous to 
the situation th at confronted 
the 
industry one year ago. The crux of 
the problem is now, as it w as then, 
fibre supply. By a hard driving co­ 
ordinated attack, in which agen­ 
cies, both public and private p a r­ 
ticipated, th e obstacles im peding 
paper production in 1944 
w ere 
successfully overcome. U n fo rtu n ­ 
ately recent developm ents neces­ 
sitate the m arshalling of forces for 
a new and perhaps m ore vigorous 
campaign in 1945. 
The first and m ajor obstacle to 
an adequate paper supply is p u lp ­ 
wood.

East Lansing — There is much 
speculation in poultry circles that 
the w ar food administration’s fears 
of an egg surplus this spring may 
not materialize. 
American hens are laying a lot 
of eggs, but not too many under 
meat 
rationing. 
J. 
M. 
Moore, 
Michigan State college extension 
poultryman, reported 
consumers 
are eating eggs about as rapidly 
as they arc produced. 
The specialist said persons close 
to the industry do not expect 1944 
egg production history to repeat 
itself 
this 
season. 
There was a 
steady week to week rise in egg 
receipts last year from January to 
July, reflecting the big percentage 
of late hatched pullets which w ere 
not purchased by farmers until 
June, July and August on account 
of the food shortage. 
Old liens in Flocks 
“There are few late hatched pul­ 
lets in farm flocks this season to 
maintain a high level of produc­ 
tion through the late spring and 
summ er months,” Moore stated.
